The  currency  covers  the  period  from  the  inception  of  US  currency  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Civil  War  to  the  time  it  was  withdrawn  from  circulation  during  the  I920's  At  that 
time  it  was  replaced  by  smaller  bills 

The  -PatterTr  collection  has  been  assembled  over  the  post  26  years  by  rr  Bass  and

In  line  with  National  Coin  Week's  theme  of 
"Discover  New  Worlds  through  Coin  Collecting",  a 
working  model  of  the  "Royal  Mint  of  the  Texas 
Renaissance"  will  be  on  display  at  the  34th  Annual 
TNA  Convention  in  Fort  Worth,  April  24  through  26 

The  "Royal  Mint",  a  private  mint  designed  and 
operated  by  Ron  Landis,  duplicates  minting 
techniques  used  from  the  14th  to  17th  centuries. 
Landis,  one  of  the  few  craftsmen  still  to  do  so,  hand- 
engraves  the  dies  used  in  the  minting  process  using 
small  chisels  called  gravers.  This  process  involves 
sculpting  the  design  in  reverse  directly  into  a  block 
of  steel. 

Although  no  coins  will  be  struck  at  the  show, 
souvenir  cards  from  hand-engraved  plates  will  be 
printed  on  the  press  included  in  the  mint  exhibit. 
Medallions  struck  using  the  mint's  50  ton  drop 
hammer  at  its  permanent  location  in  Plantersville, 
Texas,  will  be  on  sale  during  the  convention. 

In  addition,  an  interactive  counterfeit  currency 
exhibit  will  be  presented  by  the  Dallas  branch  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Visitors  will  be  asked  to 
choose  which  banknotes  they  believe  are  genuine  by 
pressing  a  button  on  the  display;  a  correct  choice 
will  be  indicated  by  a  green  light  and  an  incorrect 
choice  by  a  red  light. 

The  TNA  encourages  all  convention  attendees  to  be 
a  part  of  these  very  unusual  and  educational 
events.
